The rifle team, comprised of seven members, meets daily during the school week to fire recreational tar- 
gets. The targets are comprised of different classes which vary depending on the different awards. A gold 
bullet, engraved with the words "Distinguished Marksmanship", is awarded to the cadets who fire 108 regular 
recreational targets of a score of at least 98 out of 100. Other awards are given to cadets whose scores are 
arranged in different classes. 

Other small bore (.22 calibre) competitions are also fired at the school range. The D. C. R. A. com- 
petition is one in which each district school submits a team of six competitors. Of these six, the best five 
targets are submitted as a team. The O. R. A. is another competition which is also fired by our school 
marksmen . 

Each September a team of six cadets travel to the Winona Ranges at Hamilton to fire in the O. R. A. 
.303 calibre cadet competition. In this match our cadets are firing against teams from all over this part of 
Ontario. Last year, after firing at this competition one of our cadets travelled to Europe to fire at the Bisley 
Competitions in England. 

The school rifle team is an important facet of our cadet program and has brought many awards and much 
recognition to the school.

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Every year as part of the school activities, there is a cadet corps formed. Several of the staff are 
instructors and students are chosen to be officers and N. C. O. 'S of the corps. Being chosen to one of 
these posts is of great importance as well as being an honor, for if the inspection goes wrong you accept 
the blame, but if it is a good inspection you are the recipient of the honor and praise. 

This year's inspection looks like it might be one of the best yet. 

The first dress inspection was held on March 2nd and went off quite well. If this is any indication 
of what our corps will be like, I think that everyone should be quite satisfied. 

Our classes are many and varied in cadet work. We are taught map reading, rifle shooting, camou- 
flage, first aid, use and dismantling of the Bren gun, and last but not least the varied lessons in how to 
march, form up in ranks, and how to give and take commands. This last is very important for a good 
officer must know how to take commands before he can give them. 

The big inspection is usually held in the middle of May and the cadets look immaculate in their 
brown uniforms, all smartly pressed and their shoes so well shined that you can see your reflection in 
them. For the inspection, the commanding officer of the Ipperwash Camp comes in as special review- 
ing officer as well as the head of the Cadet Corps for this district. The band is out on this day of days 
and as always they perform their intricate drills flawlessly. After the inspection is over the corps marches 
down town, does an eyes right at the cenotaph and continues through town and back to the school. 

After they are dismissed, there is a treat of cold pop and ice cream bars.

The Forest High School was built in 1890 and opened its doors to students January 1, 1891. The building, 
costing $6300.00, was situated on two acres of land purchased from Mrs. Dyers at a cost of $550.00. In 1928, 
a west wing was added with a gymnasium in the basement. In 1938, accommodation was made to teach Home 
Economics and Industrial Arts (Shop). In February of 1940, fire destroyed the original section of the school 
necessitating a building programme. In order to give the youth of our townships a fair and equal chance to 
obtain an education, the Forest District High School was formed in 1947, comprising of the town of Forest, 
villages of Thedford, Arkona, and Grand Bend, Bosanquet township, and sections of Warwick and Plymton 
with a daily bus service to the school. The school became so overcrowded that it was necessary to add an east 
wing in 1954 with a further three rooms contemplated for 1959. In 1956, the old gymnasium was converted 
into an up-to-date cafeteria for the comfort and convenience of the students.
